William Juxon was the most eminent churchman, 
after William Laud, of the seventeenth century. He 
came to the fore under the latter’s patronage and 
succeeded him as Bishop of London. It was Juxon who 
attended Charles I upon the scaffold. At the Restora- 
tion he was recognized as the only possible Primate, and 
he performed the Coronation ceremony. He occupied 
himself during his Primacy with the restoration of old 
St. Paul’s Cathedral and Lambeth Palace. He died on 
June 4th, 1663. Pepys writing in his Diary : *‘ I heard that 
this day the Archbishop of Canterbury, Juxon, a man 
well spoken of by all for a good man, is dead.”
